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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The indicated allowability of claim 2, 3, 7, and 9 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Brehob et al. US/6,098, 585 in view of Bacueric et al. 
(US/6,688,104). 

2. . Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 1 -8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Brehob et al. US/6,098, 585 in view of Bacueric et al. (US/6,688,104). 

5. Brehob et al. discloses a "direct start" engine wherein the engine is brought to 
rest at optimum starting position. See col. 4, lines 43-52. However, does not disclose 
the used of an electrically operated supercharger. 

6. Bacueric et al. discloses an electrically operated supercharger which is used to 
fill cylinders when engine is turned off. 

7. At the time of then invention it would have been obvious to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to add the electrically operated supercharger of Bacueric to the 
engine Brehob et al. to compress the air in the cylinder for direct restarting. 
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8. Motivation to combine would have been to allow running diagnostic after engine 
stops as taught in Bacueric. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments, see remarks filed 03/21/2005, with respect to the 
rejection(s)of claim(s) under 35 USC § 102(b) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Brehob et al. US/6,098, 
585 in view of Bacueric et al. (US/6,688,104).
